Bull's eye Is found In tin* dictionary 
of "'I In* Denting Drew" so far back as 
int*) ami tvaft th** vulgar Word for tim 
central ring of the target used as a 
mark for archers, which was colored 
differently from th** other rings. 
This 
may have arisen from the ancient 
rounded shields, ru t out of ox hide and 
strengthened wdth a spike or centra! 
boss for this shield or target; hence 
target was often used as a mark itself. 
When sheet glass began to be mattu- 
faeturi*d tin* thickened part, where the 
tube had been attached, was called tho 
bull’s eye. Then this term was (nieces- 
lively applied to a l«*ns of glass, •'spe­ 
cially in a ship's aide, to the lens of 
the lantern, to the lantern itself and 
finally to the central boss of a target.
